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RITES OF PURIFICATION.

T the summer solstice, or Midsummer 
. Day, the sun seems to halt and re- 
trace his steps on the celestial path. 
Primitive man must have -viewed. that 
seeming 
and considered the time fit for resorti 
to certain rites and customs, traces o 
which are still to be found all over the 
globe. 
In ancient times similar modes of 
thought led men in many lands to cele- 
brate the Festival of Midsummer as a 
Fire Festival. In old Peru, the Incas, 
who deemed themselves the children of 
the Sun, procured new fire from their 
reat father on Midsummer Day. It was 
Findled by holding a mirror towards the 
sun, which reflected its beams on a tinder 
of cotton wool If the sky happened to 
be overcast at the appointed hour, they 
made the new fire by rubbing two sticks 
against each other, and when this 
was necessary they viewed it as a bad 
omen ; for they said that the Sun must be 
angry with them since he was unwilling to 
kindle the flame with his own beams. The 
sacred fire, however obtained, was de- 
posited in the temple of the Sun at 
Cuzco. In our old Irish literature we 
have the legend of the famous Irish druid. 
Mogh Ruth, who was known as. the 
“ Votary of the Wheel,’’ and is said to 
have learned wizardry from Simon Magus, 
making with his. help the rolling wheel 
that will pass over Europe before the 
Judgment Day. No doubt the “ wheel ”’ 
layed a part in the celebration of the 
Midsummer Festival in pagan Ireland; 
and the rolling of a blazing. wheel down a 
hill seems a natural imitation of the 
course of the sun through the heavens. 


WANDERING SPIRITS. 


Midsummer fires are still lighted in 
Ireland, and on Saint John's Eve boys 
and girls will dance round the bonfires 
and leap over and through them. In 
Sweden the Eve of Saint John is the most 
joyous night of the year. There the 
people build bonfires made of nine different 
kinds of wood, and throw into the flames 
a toadstool in order to counteract the 
power of the Trolls and other evil spirits 
who wander abroad on that night. All 
over Bohemia bonfires still “burn on: Mid- 
summer Eve. There a girl that sees nine 
bonfires on that night will marry before 
the year is out. Up to the middle of the 
last century the custom of lighting bon- 
fires was common in France, and in many 
parts of Lower Brittany the custom is 
kept up to this day. Among the Magyars 
of Hungary the Midsummer Fire Festival is 
marked hy the same features that meet us 
in various parts of Europe. All over 
Spain great fires, called lumes, are lit.on 
Midsummer Eve. The children leap over 
them in a certain rhythmical manner, 
which is said to resemble the ancient 
dances. Some authorities are of opinion 
that these fires were originally intended to 
serve as a means of purgation, and in 
Morocco to-day the inhabitants ascribe a 
purificatory purpose to the smoke rather 
than to the fame. Other authorities hold 
that the bonfires kindled on Midsummer 
Eve were originally intended to augment, 
as it were, the waning powers of the sun. 


HEALING WATERS. 


Water has always, down to modern 
times, played a prominent part in the 
rites of Midsummer Day ; ad it has been 
suggested that this widespread custom of 
bathing in water or dew on Midsummer 
Eve or Midsummer Day is Christian iu 
origin, having been adopted as an appro- 
priate mode of celebrating the day dedi- 
cated to the Baptist. At this season water 
in general is supposed to be endowed with 
magic energy and medicinal virtues, so 
that he who bathes in it then is not only 
healed of all his infirmities, but will be 
strong and energetic throughout the year. 
This bathing custom is still practised in 
many parts of Europe, from Sweden in 
the North to Sicily in the South, and from 
Ireland in the West to Esthonia in the 

ast. 

The belief is widespread that certain 
plants are endowed with marvellous virtues 
about the time of the summer solstice. 
These plants vary, of course; in different 
countries. The Czechs cull at this season 
dandelions, rib-wort and the bloom of the 
lime tree. The Esthonians gather St. 
John’s herbs, tie them in bunches, and 
hang them up about the houses to prevent 
evil spirits from entering. People in 
Spain collect vervain, which, with other 
flowers, is used to encircle the heads of 
Spanish maidens. In the Tyrol they say 
that, if you put St. John’s-wort 
in your shoe before sunrise on Mid- 
summer Day, you may walk as far as 
you please without growing weary. It was 
customary in the Harz Mountains on Mid- 
summer Day to set up a tall fir-tree, with 
the bark peeled off the lower trunk, and 
to deck it with flowers and painted eggs. 
Round it the young folks danced by day 
and the old folks in the evening. 
Dramatic representations were often given. 
In the villages children would gather to- 
gether, each with a tiny fir-tree, which 
they made to revolve from left to right 
in the direction of the sun, while they 
sang ' Oh, thou dear Summertime! Oh, 
thou dear Summertime !”’ Norman 
peasants, who wish to fortify themselves 
icr the toil of the harvest, will some- 
times go out at dawn on Midsummer Day 
and pull seven kinds of plants, which 
they afterwards eat as a means of im- 
bas strength and suppleness to their 
imbs. 


THE VIRTUE OF HERBS. 


Of the flowers gathered for. the purpose 
of divination on Midsummer Day none is 
go popular and so _ well-knowm ‘as. &t. 
John’s-wort, which is marked with blood- 
like spots, known as the “blood ‘of St. 
Jehn,’’ which are supposed’ to have 
made their first appearance on the day 
he was beheaded. The blossoms are hung 
in doorways and windows to preserve the 
house against thunder, witches and evil 
spirits. They are also placed in a sieve, 
one being assigned to each member of the 
househóil ; and on inspection next morn- 
ing he or she whose flower is fresh will 
be well the whole year, but he or she 
whose flower is faded will be sickly or 
die. In Bolivia the people believe that 
those fortunate enough to find and gather 
flowers. of mint before sunrise .on St. 
John’s Day will gain happiness in this 
world. 
he who finds a _ four-leaved clover 
while the vesper-bell is ringing on Mid- 
summer Eve can work magic from that 
time forth. According to a Danish belief, 
anyone Wandering under fin elder-bush at 
Midsummer Eve will see the king of fairy- 
Jand pass by with all his retinue. 

The moss-rose, again, in years gone by 
was plucked with sundry formalities on 
Midsummer Eve for love divination. 
Sometimes Bohemian damsels twine mid- 
summer garlands of nine sorts of flowers

St. Alban, whose “festival falls to- 
Yhorrow, had the distinction. of being the 
first Fngtish martyr, pe ing under the 
persecution .of Diocletian in 503. Many 
wonders, according to legend, attended his 
death. When he was being led to execu- 
tion his prayers: caused, 4 streain to dry 
up and allow the company to pass dry- 
shod, and when on the hillock where he 
was’ to be beheaded he prayed again for 
water to quench his ‘thirsty a little spring 
bubbled up at his. feet. He was burn 
at St. Alban‘s. Herts,..where centurics 
later King , Offa erected a magnificent 
shrine, destined to ‘into the famous

Snapdragons. 


Walking through a favourite Dublin 
suburb this week I was delighted with the 
glow of snapdragons—pink, white, yellow, 
wine-coloured and variegated—which filled 
the little gardens with bright blossom and 
beauty. The snapdragon (antirrhinum 
majus) has a multitude of names, more 
descriptive of its fashioning than pretty 
or attractive. Among them are dragon’s 
mouth, lion’s mouth, lion’s snap, calf’s 
snout and gap mouth. In Wiltshire it is 
bunny’s mouth, in Kent it is rabbit’s, 
whilst in other parts of England it is 
called bull-dogs, dog mouth, cock’s head, 
devil’s riband, frog’s mouth, etc. I think 
we Celts would have described 
poetically. 

The old herbalists tell us that “ Whoso 
carrieth about him the great antirrhinum, 
he cannot take harm or be hurt with any 
venom or poison ”’; also “that this herb 
being hung about one. prevented a man 
from being bewitched. and made him 
érations in the sicht of the people.” A 
hint to our politicians! Also we are told 
that the small vellow snapdragon “‘con- 
sumed the vellow colour of the jaundice ”’ 
if the patient were bathed with the concoc- 
tion. 


A Gitted Family. 


T hear that Professor John L. Synve,

The fact that he was a dead shot and an 
accomplished swordsman may have given 
his tongue more latitude than would have 
been allowed to other men. At a dinner 
on one occasion when Quin had been 
delighting the company with his sallies 
a certain young nobleman remarked: 
“ What a pity it is; Quin, that a brilliant 
fellow like you should be only an actor !’’

Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT (Chair- 
man) ided at the meeting of the Free 
State Senate yesterday. . 

On the second stage of the Finance Bill, 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that he Was dis. 
appointed that the bill did net contain some 
provision for the relief of farmers, .He 
thought that the Minister should have made 
some provision for the upkeep of main and 


trunk roads and the maintenance of mental 


hospitals, and that these should be made 
national charges. 
The demands for income tax on farmers 


‘were a agg source of worry and trouble to 


them. e intended, on the Committee 

of the bill, to move a recommendation that 
occupiers of agriculttral land should be ex- 
cluded from income ‘tax, and that such a tax 
should be completely wiped out. 


Coleone) MOORE agreed with Mr. Counihan. ' 


He said that: it was recognised by all 
economists that all taxes eventually fell .on 
agriculture. It was not fair that gratuities 
to clergymen should be taxed as they were. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that not more than 
25 or 3O per cent. of the total tax revenue 
was drawn from the agricultural community. 
He was Gonppomaied with the hill because 
there was no change in the incidence of main 
taxation; also because the methods which 
had been adopted of giving relief to the larger 
mneome taxpavers had been continued, while 
no relief was being given to the small income 
taxpayer, or those who bore indirect taxa- 
tion. Lower income taxpayers were worse 
off in this country than they were in Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland. 

POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANK 

With regard to the. Post Office Savings 
Bank, that means of thrift ought to be en- 
couraged and developed by raising the rate 
of interest. given to small depositors and by 
increasing the inducements ofiered to them, 
rather than by grabbing that advantage for 
the sake of the Exchequer. 

INCOME -TAX REFUND. 

Mr. BARRINGTON complained of the 
great delay that twok place in claims for 
refund of income tax. He knew of cases 
where settlement of the claim had heen 
delayed for six years on ove! pretext or other. 
He thought that the Minister should devise 
some method hy which repayment of these 
claims would he expedited. | 

Mr. BROWN said that the great majority 
of the farfhers were not liable ‘to income 
tax at all, but they had to pay, especialiv 
those ‘assessed under Schedule A and B. 
These farmers were assessed by the Revenue 
Department on the valuation ef their farms, 
and they got a refund if they made claims 
showing that they were not liable to income 
tax. But why should that be so! Why 
could not the Minister make arrangements— 
and if necessary have legislation passed—that 
farmers whose valuation was below a certain 
figure. could not be assessed for income tax, 
That would not only spare the farmer a 
great deal of annoyance and trouble, but 
would also relieve the officials of the depart- 
ment of'a lot of unnecessary work. 

The CHAIRMAN said that to assess small 
farmers who were not hable was grossly 
unjust. 

ADVANTAGES OF APATHY. : 

Mr. FARREN said that in connection with 
income tax most people brought the trouble 
on themselves by neglecting to send im 
forms. He knew cases where artisans were 
supplied with forms, and when they sent 
them in to the Reveriue authorities with the 
necessary information they heard no more of 
the matter, whilst fellow-workmen who had 
failed to return the forms had been assessed 
and the amount deducted off their wages.

of income tax. If they were to get rid 
of that principle it would mean that in 
business life methods could be adopted which 
would open the gates to great évasion of 
It would not be in the interest 
of the State or of religion that they should 
have special exemptions from income tax 
in favour of clergymen, It was better in 
the long run that clergymen should pay 
in the samé way as other citizens. H was 
an instruction to the Revenue Commissioners 
that when a clergyman made a return it 
should be accepted without question. If 
they had income from investments it ought 
to be returned. 


BRITAIN'S ADVANTAGE. 

Without regard to income tax relief it 
was not correct te say that the Government 
had reduced the tax on the larger incomes 
and imcreased it on the smaller ones. The 
financial position in this country did not 
permit them to follow the British system in 
giving relief to the smaller payers. It was 
quite possible that they would not be able 
to keep pace with the British in the matter 
of relief to the small taxpayers; for the 
reason that there were so few large tax- 
payers here. It would be harmful to in- 
dustrial enterprise if they retained income 
tax at the same rate as the British, and 
also charge corporation profit tax. 

In regard to the deposits in Post Office 
Savings Banks there was no ground for be- 
lieving that as much Income could be earned 
by these banks as they had earned im the 
past; and, therefore, it would not be jus- 
tifiable in the circumstances to raise the 
rate of interest payable to depositors. 

The second reading of the bill was agreed 


to. 
OTHER BUSINESS. 

The Committee stage of the Trade Loans 
(Guarantee) (Amendment) Bill was passed, 

On the motion of Senator MILROY, the 
International Convention relating to 
dangerous drugs, as adopted at Geneva, was 
approved.

Mr. Baldwin, says the Press Associa- 
tion, will address & meeting of Conserva- 
tive members of Parliament and of Parlia- 
mentary candidates in the Caxton Hall, 
Westminster, on Tuesday morning next.

Baldwin, and is calculated to injure that 
unity of ‘action which alone can carry 
through the policy of Empire economic 
unity.’’

His (race the Most Rev. Richard Downey, 
D.D., Ph.D.,° Archbishop of Liverpool, the

The Rev. Sir John R. O'Connell, M.A., 
LL.D., K.C.8.G., who is noted for his public 
services, especially in the spheres of religion 
and charity.

“IMPARTIAL RUTHLESSNESS." 

Mr. COMYN ‘said that the Revenue au- 
thorities had a great tradition for. ruthless 
efficiency, and he thought that they were 
upholding that tradition. They were con- 
ducting their business with perfectly ruthless 
impartiality, or rather with perfectly impartial 
ruthlessness. (Laughter.) He supported the 
plea to exempt clergymen’s gratuities from 
tax, and said that donations to priests were 
really in the nature of charity.

Mr. COMYN—I withdraw what I have 
said in view of that repudiation 

Mr. FARREN—I repudiate nothing. 

Mr. COMYN—I\ make a retrospective witb- 
drawal. I am glad to make it. 

FARMERS IMMUNE? 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that as far as income 
tax payers In the eities were concerned, they 
had the remedy for assessments in their own 
hands. If they showed their forms to their 
societies or their employers they would be 
told what to do. In one or two firms that 
he was connected with this was done, and 
when the adjustments were made there was 
very rarely any further trouble. He did not 
know how they could collect income tax with- 
out a certain amount of friction, but when 
he had approached inspectors with the object 
of assisting them to get the real figures he 
found them reasonable, 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that Senator Moore, 
who had started the Land Annuities rac @., 
had now planted the germ of revolt in the 
heads of the clergy of all denominations. 
rhey were a very numerous body, and if 
they were to be exempted from income tax 
it was going’ to have a detrimental effect on 
the first Fianna Fail Budget. 

Colonel MOORE-~I never suggested exemp- 
tion of the clergy from income tax. I sug- 
gested immunity from income tax on 
gratuities they received, not on houses or 
lands. 

Mr, O’FARRELL—No tax on gratuities, 
but if they purchased land with. the gratuities 
it would be another matter. I suppose we 
mav take it that it is the Fianna Fail Party 
policy that clergymen are not to pay any 
income tax aiter the next genersl election. 

Mr. O’FARRELL went on to say that he 
would like to know the small farmer who 
paid income tax. He had sne-t the greater 
part of his life on a farm, and he had never 
seen an income tax demand there, The huge 
majority of farmers never received an income 
tax demand note, and if ‘the big farmers got 


a demand thev paid nothing. (Taughter.)

British Sport. 


Sport is maligned to-day by a post-war 
generation that esteems dialectics above 
effort. Nevertheless, these people are not 
ashamed to attend the sporting events 
that are available every June, and to 
derive therefrom such entertainment as 
their weaker natures permit. 
is passing, and we notice a tendency 
of return towards the normal that is as 
refreshing as it is overdue. Last week the 
cricketing public, whether present or un- 
avoidably absent, focussed its attention 
upon Trent Bridge, while the world of 
fashion, in spite of unkind weather, does 
not regret its presence at Ascot. Moreover, 
the remarkable victory of Mr. ‘‘ Bobbie”’ 
Jones at Hoylake yesterday has engrossed 
the interest of those whom the other 
struggles failed to attract. These mani- 
festations of what is, to most Britons, a 
proper attitude towards life are most en- 
couraging; for an interest in sport is 
incompatible with excursions into political 
extravagance. Furthermore, these matters 
are not parochial. Next week at Wimbledon 
players from Europe, America, Africa and 
Asia will carry the accolade of their 
nations. Even in forms of sport more 
peculiar to these islands the international 
element will not be lacking. Although 
Napoleon III. failed to popularise rowing 
other Latin countries have 
accepted it. Already an Italian has won 
the Diamond Sculls at Henley, while 
Belgian and Swiss “‘ eights ’’ have stretched 
Leander to the uttermost. Irishmen this 
year will watch eagerly the fortunes of 
Trinity College, whose crew left Dublin 
last night to try its luck upon the historic 
reach below Henley Bridge; and, even if 
it does not win, it will gain invaluable 
ex perience.

Yet, while we may rejoice that sport is 
available to smooth the rough edges that 
distract attention in other fields, we must 
realise that it is valuable only in so far as 
its true lessons are appreciated by those 
its name. Too often 
“‘incidents’’ and ‘‘episodes’’ have 
occurred in international contests that 
have left an unpleasant taste behind them. 
Perhaps, cricket, and especially rowing, 
are the only two exceptions. The reason 
for these embarrassing moments is not far 
Sport is the humane expression 
of that instinct which, in earlier 
ages, drove the chivalry of nations 
to lethal combat. The fight of the 
“thirty at Ploérmel’’ was the lineal 
ancestor of every struggle at Lans- 
downe road, ‘Twickenham, Lord’s or 
Wimbledon. In those “bad old days’”’ a 
strict code—the code of chivalry— 
governed the conduct of the fighters— 
almost we called them players. Britain, 
in modern times, has been the first 
country to re-orientate this age-old urge, 
and the legend, however untrue statistic- 
ally, that the Battle of Waterloo was won 
on the playing fields of Eton, has its basis 
in solid fact ; for Crecy and Poictiers were 
won, after the same fashion, in the village 
butts and Smithfield tourneys of the 
fourteenth century. Other nations, that in 
those remote times owned the code, have 
lost it since in the welter of social revolu- 
tions and bitter wars. Britain, more 
fortunate in her geographical situation, 
has preserved it, and used it to build an

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Britain owes her pre-eminent position 
as a venue for sporting endeavour to 
the spirit in which she plays her 
games, Although in many arenas—indeed 
most—she is eclipsed tactically by 
her pupils, her strategical position 
remains unassailable. She has been

sport a fetish; yet this is an accusation 
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defeats, to a large extent, are the measure 
of her proper outlook. While the virus 
of corruption shows itself here and there, 
still her general attitude is that which 
| diverted the Black Prince and Sir John 
Chandos. ‘‘ An honourable bickering,”’ 
as these paladins would have described it, 
still is the desideratum of every man or 
woman of these islands who attends an 
international match. To them the game 
iis a game, and victory is a secondary 
consideration. This lesson may seem 
simple to us, but we must recognise, in 
our criticisms of foreign teams, that it has 
been acquired only after many centuries of 
unbroken tradition. The present genera- 
tion’s duty is to maintain it; for, main- 
tained, it will permeate the athletics of thé 
world. Nearly a hundred years ago a 
great .oarsman, Mr. Egan, declared 
that the duty of the Oxford and 
Cambridge Boat Clubs was to uphold the 
standard of rowing irrespective of success 
in any particular year. His words were 
accepted, and to-day the two boat clubs 
are the supreme exemplars of their art. 
The same thesis is applicable to all forms 
of sport. '

“* De-Rating.’’ 

Mr. Patrick Belton’s three schemes to 
finance ‘‘de-rating’’ in the Free State 
show a certain amount of thought, some 
familiarity with financial operations, 
and immense optimism. He suggests, in 
the first place, that the Free State should 
adopt a new financial system, independent 
of England. Let a paper currency of 
£36,000,000 be issued on a gold reserve 
of £12,000,000, when, by an increase nf 
income tax on investments abroad, and a 
cancellation of the single tax agreement 
with England, a dividend far greater than 
the amount needed will be obtained. 
This quaint proposal was handled cruelly 
at the ‘‘ De-rating ' Commission’s meeting 
yesterday by Mr. Joseph Brennan, Chair- 
man of the Currency Commission, who 
found fault with the basis on which Mr. 
B'lton computed his sums, and pointed 
out that the figure of £36,000,000 would 
represent a fantastically high currency 
provision—over £12 a head of the 
Saorstdt’s population. The second scheme 
is merely a modified and chastened form 
of the first, and was dismissed with equal 
abr. tness. As a third source of revenue 
Mr. Belton contemplates several adju_t- 
ments in the Free State’s fiscal relations. 
He proposes an issue of sufficient legal 
tender to produce a revenue of £300,000, 
a complete re-writing of the Currency Act, 
and a few new taxes. Mr, Brennan’s 
counterblast is too long to be quoted ; but 
it demonstrates clearly that this scheme, 
while less intrinsically unsound than the 
others, has no more practical value, ‘The 
time has come when the whole question 
of “‘ de-rating ” in the Free State must be 
considered dispassionately and in its 
widest scope. ‘‘ De-rating’’ is an excellent 
thing for those who can afford it. Wet it 
is ridiculous to suppose that the Free 
State can do everything that Great 
Britain—and Northern Ireland, assisted 
by British money—can do. When it 
becomes necessary to resort to measures 
so far-fetched as Mr. Belton’s in order 
to raise money, obviously something 
is wrong. Fianna Fáil has cajoled 
an electorate by its promise to repudiate 
the Land Annuities, and to pay the 
expenses of “' de-rating ” by this shameful 
means. The time is not yet ripe for so 
sweeping a measure as the ‘‘ de-rating ” of 
land. Only recently have the twenty-six 
counties contrived to set their Treasury in 
order. Mr. Cosgrave’s Government has 
performed a difficult task well, and we 
hope that the fruits of ten years’ work 
will not be endangered by a new 
extravagance that the country as yet 
cannot bear. The farmers’ load can be 
lightened by other, and less costly, means 
than the ‘‘ de-rating’’ of land. A remission 
of the many tariffs whose sole object is 
to provide revenue would lessen their 
disadvantages every whit as much. 


Russian Tours. 


It seems that one of the attractions of 
this year’s tourist season will be trips to 
Soviet Russia. We have received a 
sumptuously produced pamphlet, issued 
by ‘‘ Intourist,’’ a Soviet Tourist Com- 
pany, which invites all and sundry—for 
a consideration—to visit ‘‘ the most in- 
teresting country in the world.” In no 
other country on earth, we are told, can 
the tourist see “so many strange and 
interesting sights.’’ We are quite pre- 
pared to take “ Intourist’s ” word for it. 
Soviet Russia is groaning under the worst 
tyranny of modern times. Its, people are 
living in constant dread of their lives, and 
the visitor is shadowed from the moment 
of his entry into the country until that of 
his departure by secret police. ‘‘ In- 
tourist’s’’ pamphlet is illustrated pro- 
fusely by photographs which show 
American tourists in the Kremlin, in the 
Crimea, and elsewhere; but, naturally, 
nothing is said of the manner in which 
all tourists are ‘‘spoon-fed’’ with 
Bolshevitt propaganda. Soviet Russia has 
placed itself outside the pale, and, 
although some may be attracted by the 
announcement that ‘‘ Intourist’’ is 
arranging “ winter hunting on wolves, 
bears, foxes and other game,”’ others will 
appreciate the grim irony of the advertise- 
ment that offers, under the heading 
‘“‘ Antiquariat,’’ such articles as ‘‘ pic- 
tures, furniture, holy pictures (ikone), 
china and glass.” The rulers of tho 
Soviets have done their best to banish 
religion from Russia, The: persecution 
of the Church ranks with their regicide 
as one of the blackest spots in Europe's 
history, and no amount of sleek props- 
ganda can erase the memories of Stalin’s 
creadful deeds. The very name of Soviet 
Russia stinks in the nostrils of all decent 
men. Undoubtedly, Russia is a lovely 
land. Moscow is among the most beautiful 
cities of the world; but its glories have

ADVENTUROUS: JOURNEY 
IN 25-FOOT YACHT.

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In a small auxiliary-engined cruiser 
Major Otway Waller, of Inveresk, 
Banagher, King’s County, has set sail 
for the Azores from his home on the 
Shannon. The fact that Major Waller is 
attempting to make this journey single- 
handed is of particular interest ; he is well 
known on the Shannon and in Irish yacht- 
ing circles. 

His little yacht is registered at Lloyd’s. 
Her dimensions are as follows :—Length, 
25’ 9’’; beam, 7’ 9”; draft, 4’; registered 
tonnage, 44; sail area, 399 square feet. 
She was built at Hamble in 1911, and has 
a small Ailsa Craig auxiliary engine on 
board. She also carries a three-valve wire- 
less reesiving set. 

THE START. 

The craft is named Imogen. She arrived 
at Foynes, Limerick, at the mouth of the 
Shannon, some little time ago, where the 
final preparations for the adventurous 
voyage were made. On last Sunday the 
Imogen started on her long journey, when 
she put out into the Atlantic. Major 
Waller hopes to make Madeira his next 
port of call, and no further news is ex- 
pected of him for some weeks. 

The yacht carries 32 gallons of fresh 
water and sufficient food to last for six 
weeks. 

THE IMOGEN. 

Our Yachting Correspondent writes :— 
I know this little yacht reasonably well, 
and she is just the sort of boat that would 
make the voyage safely if properly handled 
and supposing that she meets normal 
weather. It is my impression that she 
was designed and rigged for single-handed 
sailing. Her owner purchased her last 
year, I think, at Southampton or some- 
where around the South coast of England, 
and brought her to Kingstown ; but whether 
he had a “hand” with him or not I do 
not know. She lay off the Royal Irish 
Yacht club-house for the rest of the 
season. 

She is quite a good type of small single- 
handed cruiser.. She possesses good beam 
proportionate to her lengtha necessity 
towards seaworthinesss. Her draft of 
water—four feet—is om the low side, how- 
ever, and I would much prefer a draft of 
five or six feet for ocean-going purposes. 
The auxiliary motor power is useful.

SIMPLE APPARATUS. 

The apparatus used was of the simplest 
possible character. It.consisted of a small 
tethered sighting balloon, 400 feet above 
the ground, and about half a mile from the 
aerodrome, a pitch and yew indicator on 
the dashboard, and a weight suspended by 
wire a few feet below the landing carriage 
of the aeroplane. 

The aeroplane left the ground for the 
first trial at 4.45 a.m., and flew through 
fog until it got into clear air above, and 
then made use of the known height and 
position of the balloon to return to the 
aerodrome, gliding past the balloon at an 
angle indicated by the instruments, and 
landing on the surface of the aerodrome by 
means of the indications given to the pilot 
by the lighting up of a red lamp on the 
dashboard at the moment when the sus- 
pended weight touched the ground. 


OF PRACTICAL VALUE. 

The test was entirely successful, and the 
pilot reported no difficulty. 

The machine took off again and carried 
out an exact repetition of the first trial. 
This also was successful. 

Thereupon three further similar experi- 

ments were carried out, making in all 
five take-offs and five landings. 
_ It is considered that these experiments 
indicate a real advance in the technique 
of fog landing, and the method is one 
which it is expected will be of great 
practical use.

Barataud just missed execution, and was 
sent to finish his days in the island 
penitentiary off the coast of French 
Guiana, taking with him the famous secret 
which, throughout the trial, he said that 
he could not tell. 

That there was more in the case than 
met the eye seemed evident from the nature 
of the testimony laid before the jury, which 
included stories of midnight drives and 
parties in a county house and a group 
photograph which was passed round among 
the jury men.

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CURRENCY COMMISSION 

CHAIRMAN’S EVIDENCE. 

MK————— 

The De-rating Commission sat vesterday 
in the office of the. Board of Works, St. 
Stephen's Green, Judge Davitt, chairman, 
presiding. 

Evidence was continued on behalf of the 
General Council of County Councils, the 
witnesses again being Messrs. P. Belton 


(Dublin County Council), E. Brown (Clare), 
and P. J. Kettle (Dublin), 


TAXATION AND DE-RATING, 

Mr. Belton, replyiug to Mr. Baxter, said 
that they did not stand for de-rating by any 
increased taxation. That was the policy of 
the Agricultural League. 

Mr. Baxter—FEvidence was advanced by 
other members of the Agricultural League 
that they were ready to accept increased 
taxation’ 

Mr, Belton—There was no evidence by the 
Agricultural, League except what. we are 
tendering. If individuals tender evidence 
they may do it in whatever ho they 
choose, but not on behalf of the League. 

Mr. Baxter—Is the policy of the Central 
League different from that of its branches? 

Mr. Belton said that he was not discussing 
that question. The ofiicial view of the 
League was what he bad stated, and he too 
no responsibility for what was stated by 
individuals. 

In answer to further questions, Mr. Belton 
eaia that agricultural depression would never 
have been so severe if they had ample crecdi 
The deflation of currency in this country was 
more than overtaking their efforts to get rid 
of depression. Deflation had taken place an 
England to the gold exchange mark, putting 
sterling paper currency .on a par with gold, 
but im this country their £ had been 
further deflated There would, he’ asserted. 
be no field: for investment, no cure for 
unemployment and no development of agri 
culture in this country while they had the 
niggardly finance they had at present. 


OVERHEAD CHARGES. 

Mr. E. Browne (Clare) said he carried 
out improvements to his farm—which he 
took over twenty vears ago-—which made 
it 100 per cent. better now than it was at 
that time. Notwithstanding that, he was not 
' making as much out of it now, 

In answer to Mr. Greene, he said that the 
greatest difficulty farmers. had to contend 
with was overhead charges, Farming was. 
an absolute loss, except to the farmer who 
employed no outside labour. 

Mr. Browne further said that it cost him 
£2 8s. a head to send cattle to Birkenhead. 
English farmers wer: de-rated, and there 
was no mystery or phantom about the 
failure of Irish farming. 

Mr. Belton—The small farmer is kept going 
by the slave labour of his family. If he had 
fé pay labourers’ wages to his working sons, 
where would he be? 


“ PROFITEERING " IN SHOPS. 

In the course of replies to Mr. Murphy. 
Mr. Belton made reference to development 
of industry, and said that facilities given to 
help industry in the Saorstat should not be 
extended to those who were not helping 
industries. He further spoke of things which 
were drawn from the land, and said that the 
“nrofiteering” of the srhopkecp'r came 
from the land. As an instance of this, he 
mentioned that he supplied rhubarb to the 
Dublin market, and said that he saw in a 


shop on Saturday last some of the rhubarb 
the: he had sent in to market. On inquiring 
the price of the rhubarb in the shop he 
found that the quantity for which he got 
lid. on Saturday morning was being sold 
by the shepkeeper for 4d. on Saturday 
evening. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Greene, Mr. 
Brown said that his Association was out for 
entire de-rating 

Mr. Belton—-Entire derating on agricultu- 
ral land, and no change in lo al government. 
Of course, we do not say that local govern- 
mont is perfect, but we do not want to 
di-cuss it under the heading of de-rating. 

In the course of further evidence, Mr. 
Peiton said—-Jt was argued during the pre- 
vious day that we have control of our cur- 
rency or credit, when we have no currency 
or eredit or financial system of our own. 
We are only included in another financial 
system, and the country to which the fiman- 
cial system belongs controls the system. 

CURPSNGCY COMMISSIC?N CHAIRMAN.

then at a discount with reference ta gold, 
and because even gold itself since 1919 has 
appreciated from world causes. The figure 
of £36,000,000 represents a currency pro- 
vision of over £12 per head of the population 
of the Free State. The wh it ws figure 
for a vepresentative group of European 
countries, other than Great Powers, is £4 
a head, Mr. Belton's estimate that the earn- 
ing assets held as security for currency would 
give an income of 5 per: cent. per annum ts 
unduly optimistic, A figure of three per 
cent. would be a generous computation if 
regard be had to the requirements of 
liquidity, which ought to be observed in the 
choice of security for a note issue. The pro- 
posal that the £24,000,000 of security cover 
should be * practically a loan for ever to the 
Government ” is not consistent with a sound 
regulation of the currency. Mr, Belton’s 
second scheme contemplates a total currency 
of £33,000,000. In essence it does not appear 
to be materially differeut..fvom his first 
scheme, but it. proposes. fdgdispense with 
gold; ‘and .rely entirely oy ‘the cover of 
‘earning assets in the form of our own 
sécurities.”’ Tt is open to the’ criticisms made 
on the first s¢heme. 


TKE THIRD SCHEME. 


The third scheme, so far as the 
curvency. portions of it «are concerned, 
is intrinsically less unsound than the 
other two, but. prébably of no greater 
practical value to the De-rating Commission. 
The first part contemplates that an issue of 
£6,000,000 of lezal tender notes should yield 
a revenue of £300:000. This figure is at 
least 50 per cent.’ in excess of a reasonable 
estimate. The ‘second part of the scheme is 
in effect a proposa | to extinguish the present 
issue of consolidated bank notes and replace 
them by legal tendeg notes. There would be 
no serious technical difficulty in carrying out 
such an operation, but it is very doubtful 
whether the legal tender note issue would 
thereby be increased by so large an amount 
as £6,000,000, at least for a long time to 
come. The more onerous the conditions of 
obtaining notes became the less is the in- 
ducement to banks and others to draw notes 
from the Currency Commission. In this 
respect the proposal is in conflict with the 
aim which Mr. Belton elsewhere seems to 
have in view, namely, the weakening of 
existing obstacles to the increase of the cir- 
culation. The suggested extinction of the 
issue of consolidated bank notes raises 
several questions affecting the banks which 
were the subject of investigation by the 
Banking Commission so recently as 1920. 
The re-opening of these questions after so 
short an interval seems “inopportune. The 
consolidated bank note issues have as yet 
been only one year in existence, ‘ 

It might be observed as to all three 
schemes that the revenue to be derived from 
them would be a new source of revenue only 
to the extent that it might exceed 
the produce of the existing currency arrange. 
ments. A revenue of £220,000 accrued to the 
Exchequer in 1929-30 from the profits of note 
issue, and a like sum has been estimated for 
1930-31. 

CURRENCY ADMINISTRATION. 

Any proposal to ear-mark for a specific 
purpose, such as de-rating, the revenue 
derived from currency operations appears to 
be open to objections of a special character. 
The earning of revenue ought to be a minor 
consideration in currency administration, 
which has to be conducted primarily with 
other objects in view. It would be inex- 
pedient that the authority responsible for 
administering the currency should be ham- 
pered by feeling any obligati » to earn a 
su.icient revenue to make some expected 
conivibution to a service of alien character, 
oy that such authority should become a 
target toy criticism frem this standpoint by 
the beneficiaries of that particular service. 

A smin, the revenue earned by the currency 
may be -subject to ‘considerable 
hudtuation, end that fact would be a source 
of ipeonvenience to a limited service depen- 
cent to any imvoytant extent on receints of 
such revenue, The mode of regulation of the 
currency being of fundamental consequence 
íor the eccnomic affairs of the country, it is

Mr. Leyden — Isg there any. agreement 
entered into RS this country and the 
Rank of Fngland which émpowers the latter 
to place a restriction on the amount of 
currency in cireulatién in this country ? 

Mr. Brennan—No; there is no agreement 
whatever, and no such agreement is possible 
under the Currenoy Act. \As a matter of fact 
the Currency Commission is obliged to hand 
over to any person, bank or otherwise, on 
‘demand, any quantity of currency’ against 
which they are prepared to produce sterling. 

Mr. Haxter remarked that it had been 
stated that agriculture was depressed in this 
country, and that extended credit facilities 
or increasing the amount of currency svail- 
able would relieve the depression. 

Mr, Brennan said that was a very wide 
subject matter. . The giving of credit for 
legitimate enterprises weuld help to relieve 
the pressure, but the giving of credit for less 
desirable purposes would not.

EVINENCE FROM COUNTY CORK. 

Mr. B. W. Brasier, M.C.C., Shanagarry,

Stationary during the last thirty years, not 
withstanding: an ‘increase ct ahouts 300° »er 
the ratepavers. He acivocated the 
Standardisine of a system of road maintenance 
on the principle that those who use them 
should pay for them, It was their contention 
that, mental . hosnite!s .shevld. be entirely 
Maintained by the State. He exnressed a 
stron¢ view in favour of thé re-valuation of 
lands in East Cork, where the farmer was 
taxed on a vulration recardless of the pro- 
ductivity. of his farm. 

The Commission adinurned without fixing a 
date for the next sitting.

INTERNATIONAL 
EXPEDITION’S SUCCESS. 


ROM Ove SPECIAL CoxresPonpent, 
JUNSONG PHAK BASE CAMP, June 11. 
‘Jousong Peak, the highest summit reached 

im the world, has been climbed by Professor 
Dhvrenfurth’s expedition, in two parties. The 
fiest party left the base camp on May JW, 
ascending the south side of the Lhonak 
glacier. where huge ice pinnacles, 200 feet 
igh * and fantastically shaped, resemble 
brethren of some strange order descending 
into the infernal regions. 

! aimee ther north face of Jonsong Peax 
is an ‘8, feet ice slope, yet we considered 
forcing the foute, but only as a last resuit, 
as the way was patently dangerous owihg to 
ive avalanches. We crossed the glacier, 
experiencing some difficulty in finding a way 
through crevasses. 

Camp one was pitched “on a stony ridge 
separating the north and south Lhonak 
glaciers. From this point there was a fine 
view down the Lhonak Valley, with its great 
terrace of brown glacier débrisz, hich, 
‘Dyhrenfurth says, proves without doubt the 
existence of a former Ice Age, when an 
enormous glacier filled this valley, extending 
far down to the plains. As the sun set, the 
whole of this ‘ wonderfal and practically 
nnknown valley, visited only by Kellas, was 
filled with an mdescribable colour, its brown 
¢arth golden, its far depths purple, its fan- 
tastic ice pinnacles blood-tipped, like the 
spears of warring Titans. 

Camp Two was pitched at 20,000 feet in 
the shelter of a solid ice wall, beneath the 
col reached by Kellas. To the horth of 
this col rises a fine peak, about 22,000 
leet, which. the expedition named Kellas 
Peak. The indefatigable Schneider went on 
alone, prospecting the way, and returned with 
a hopeful report, but that crévasses were 
dangerously concealed and that he fell into 
one. That night -desultory snowstorms 
developed into a full fledged’ blizzard. 

FEAT OF COURAGE, 

On this day of storm, June 1, was accom- 
plished one of the finest feats of courage and 
endurance made -by a woman; for Frau 
Lyhrenfurth crossed Jonsong La accompanied 
only by a coolie and a Nepalese svbadah, thus 
achieving a feat in altitude believed to be 
only second to that of Mrs. Bullock « Work- 
tian, and this in a Himalayan storm. 

On June 2 the weather eleared, ahd the 
party ascended the easy snow slopes. to the 
vuorth-west ridge, passing treacherous. con- 
cealed crevasses. From the ridge was a 
superb view of Everest and Makalu, with a 
hest of unknown peaks in Nepal, whilst 
to ‘the west Jonsong Peak great glacier 
stretched away at our ‘feet towards the 
Thibetan frontier. 

After two steep slopes, requiring step- 
cutting, the ridge narrowed, rising to a sharp 
ice summit, beyond which the ridge became 
knife-like and decorated with cornices, finally 
falling to the glacier leading easily up to the 
foot, of the final slopes of Jonsong Peak. It 
was hazardous to get the porters along the 
ridge and to establish the final camp as high, 
as the ridge was a first-class Alpine difficulty, 
whilst a direct descent of 600 feet of ice slope 
io. ‘the glacier ‘was also formidable, and 
would require fixed ropes for porters, and we 
had not enough rope: Provision and: fuel 
rupning low, too, we must get on the ridge 
and rush the peak in one day.. We painfully 
cooked a cheerless. supper with wet. fuel. 
a wild night followed. It was bitterly cold, 
with 50 degrees of frost, and the wind striv- 
ing to hurl the encampment from the ridge, 

THE FINAL ASSAULT. 

An early start was impossible, but the wind 
moderated as the sun gained power, and at 
hine o'clock we were off in two parties*— 
Hoerlin and Schneider on one rope and Wood 
Johnson and Smythe on the other. Schneider, 
who throughout the climb had led with great | 
skill, sparing himself no work, went ahead. . 

The ridge to the glacier was of genuine 
alpine difficulty, and the crampons which we 
wore made it much mere wearisome. The 
cutting of steps on the steep ice traverses. 
was unnecessary, although on the lest. bit 
above Bergschrund a secure staircase was 
essential. Progress was paintully slow. ,Finall 
Wood Johnson could go no further, .. He 
begged me to leave him and continue the 
ascent, and this I did, thinking him merely 
suffering from mountain sickness. Schneider 
and! Heerlin were now’ far behind, ani 
I ~hurried to each them, = int 
failed, war above the final. ridge were 
Hoerlin’ and.

As I sat considering the situation, two 
minut® dots passed slowly up the last snow 
slope near the summit of Jonsong Peak. A 
few minutes more, and they stood on the 
summit, barely distinguishable against the 
deep. blue sky. It was a great moment.

FOREIGN MISSIONS, ' 

The work of Foreign Missions was reported 
on by the Rey. G. A. Joynt, M.A. In an 
intaresting review of the work in various 
parts of the world, he said that their mission- 
aries were no longer simply tolerated in Italy, 
but they were recognised, and were endowed 
with rights and privilegés of worship which 
hitherte had been denied them, or at least 
allowed only on ‘sufferance. In Spain they 
had erected a church, which had now been 
opened. Work in India was attended with 
much success, and in Hyderabad, in the space 
of one year, 4,000 caste Hindus had been 
baptised by their missionaries, 

The interest in foreign work was well main- 
tained at home, ahd he referred to the success 
which had attended the summer school at 
Tullamaine. 

The income fram Irish circuits for the year 
was £7,535, which was a: decrease of £185 
on the previous year, He moved the adoption 
of the report. 

The Rev. Hugh McKeag, D.D., -seconding, 
said that he hoped, hefore the Conference 
closed, that subscriptions would ‘come in 
and wipe out some of the small deficit. 
The total was three per cent, over the 
standard year, and the surprise to him was 
that, with a decreasing population and the 
many home calls, the income for foreign 
missions was so great... -Ihey could pot 
expect to go on breaking records every year, 
but they would do better in the future. 

WOMEN AND FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Mrs. Randall C. Phillips said that, as that 
was the first Conference at which the 
Women's Department had a representative, 
she had very great pleasure in submitting 
an encouraging report. (Applause.) It was 
very gratifying to see the interest that the 
young girls were taking in the work of 
foreign missions. Four of their girls had 
gone to the foreign field this year. The total 
amount received for women’s work up to date 
was £4,469. 

Mr. 'A. CC. Marshall, Lay Treasurer, 
appealed for systematic giving to the Mission 
Fund. 

The report was adopted, and ‘the Con. 
ference decided to place on record in the 
printed minutes an eee of the 
valuable work of the Rev. Dr. McKeag, 
treasurer of the fund, who retires from the 
office. and of Miss Jessie Thomson, who had 
resigned the position of secretary to the 
Women’s Department.

COMMITTEE OF MANAGEMENT. 

The General Committee. of ' Management 
report was next considered It eontained 
the scheme for the revision of district areas. 

Mr. A. M. Fullerton explained that the 
revision would mean that the number of 
districts would be reduced. The present 
districts were formed in 1880, just subse 
quent to the union of the Wesleyan and 
Primitive Wesleyan Societies, and had under- 
gone little change in _cogstitution since that 
date, but the numbers pf circuit ministers 
and membefs had ‘seriously decreased in the 
Midlands and in the South and West during 
the fifty years which had elapsed. Though 
the population of the country had decreasea 
in that time, by over one million the popn'a- 
tion. of Methodists in the country had in- 
creased. There was no necessity for re- 
adjustment in Northern Ireland, and the 
object was to bring the existing circuits in 
Southern Ireland into closer touch with one 
another, : 

As regards the proposals, the whole scheme 
was- tentative for three years, and if it 
worked to the. hardship of any particular 
district that’ district would have a right. to 
have the whole matter reconsidered. 

The Conference approved unanimously of 
the scheme, which was adopted.

SUPERNUMERARY MINISTERS’ FUND. 

The Committee of the Supernumerary 
Ministers’ and Ministers’ Widows’ Fund

£75,. with 30s. ‘added ‘for each vear of 
‘travelling ” up to 40 years, and 20s. for 
each year beyond 40. years; widows £56, with 
15s. added for each year of husband's travel. 
ling up, to 40 years, and 10s. for each vear 
beyond 40 years. i 

The new scale was approved and ratified. 

A recommendation that a minister having 
travelled 40 years may receive an advance of 
£250, free of interest and re-payable in twelve 
and a half years, towards the purchase or 
building of a house, was unanimously adopted 
on the motion of the Rev. James M. Alley.

The Rev. James M. Alley, who moved 
the motion, said that during his long associa- 
tion with Mr. Booth he found the most valu- 
able help in his counsel, his sympathy, and 
his inspiration. While he occupied the 
eee of treasurership the income of the 
und had trebled itself. 

The Rev. John A. Duke, B.A., Secretary 
of the Fund, seconding, also paid tribute to 
the fine work that Mr. Booth had done for 
the Church during his long and very useful 


lifetime.

THE OMNIBUS STRIKE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—In your issue of the 19th May, 1930, 
you kindly published a letter from me in 
eonnecfion with the lightning strike of an in- 
significant number of the employés of the 


‘Trish Omnibus Company on the instructions 


of the National Union of Railwaymen, In 
that letter { pointed out that previously 
meetings had heen held in various parts of 
the country by branches of that union with 
the view of intluencing the trasars and the 
public to patronise the railway in preference 
to ‘bus transport, and that I could not under- 
stand why railwaymen were now supporting 
the employés of the Irish Omnibus Company 
who lett off work. So far no explanation has 
been given for the chasing of the ' two 
hares.” On the contrary, the position is 
complicated by the announcement in to-day's 
newspapers that Mr. Watters, the Organising 

Secretary of the National Union cf Railway- 

men, has issued instructions to branch secre- 

taries of the union forbidding members em- 
ployed on railways to handle any goods con- 
signed to the Irish Omnibus Company. 

Yt is well known that all railways, as 
common carriers, are legally bound to accept 
for transit all goods tendered to them. é 
Act reads as hr goile 

“ Every railway company, canal company 
and railway and canal company shall afíord 
all reasonable facilities for the veceiving and 
forwarding and delivery of traffic upon and 
from the several railways and canals belong- 
ing to, or worked by, such companies.” 

Through the advice given by Mr. Watters, 
a small number of the employés of the Irish 
Omnibus Company adopted a lightning strike. 
These men have lost their positions. 

Now Mr. Watters is openly advising rail- 
waymen to adopt án illegal attitude, alto- 
gether regardless of the requirements of 
traders and the .publie generally, to say 
nothing of the position in. which he is en- 
deavouring to place men who are members of 
his union, 

I am an old railway man, and from time 
to time have had the centrol of large numbers 
of men, and I cannot conceive present-day 
railwaymen allowing thémselves to be led 
astray and losetheir employmer: particularly 
in view of the fact that .— 

(a) Phere are more than sufficient unemploved 
men only too anxious to get work (the 
Irish Omnibus Company lias proved this). 

(b) That any stoppage of railway work would 
at once cancel all agreements as regards 
wages and conditions of service. 

(¢) That it, is well known that the railwa 
company could, in these days of roa 
competition and had trade, carry on 
their business with from 15 p.c. to 
20 p.c. less men than are at present em- 


ployed. : 

(d) That it would be within the power of the 
railway company to employ a new staff 
at much less wages and mure favourable 
conditions of service. 

The present rates of wages and conditions 
of service were arranged largely to meet 
difficulties which arose in times of stress, 
and could very well bear review, with the 
object. of putting the railway company in a 
better financial position *o foster the trade 
of the Free State, and give the shareholders 
—the people who provided the money. to 
build and equip the railways—a reasonable 
interest on the money invested,’ which they 
are not gettitig at present and cannot get in 
the future under the present conditions, 

Beyond a pension whieh | get from the 
railway, I have little interest in railways, 
but a sincere interest in the welfare of rail 
way men among whom JI spent so many 
years. : ' eng 

Therefore, T ám matuvally anxious. that 
railway men should not be led astray by the 
advice of. the representative of an English

* SOCIORUMS AT THE 
CONNIVING HOUSE.” 

TO THE EDITOR OF THF IRISH TIMES. 

Srn,—In that rather extraordinary book, 
“The Life and Opinions of John Bunele,”’ 
vy -Thonias Amory, a graduate of T.C.D., 
several references are made to an old inn, 
indicated on Rocque’s Map of Dublin (1756), 
which stood. many years ago in Sandymount, 
near. the junctton of Seaforth avenue and 
the Strand road, and known as “ The Conniv- 
ing House.” In all probability the name 
owed its origin to the ‘prevalence of the 
contraband trade carried on in the neigh- 
bourhood in the early part of the eighteenth 
century. 

\Referring to a visit which he paid to Harro- 
gate, Amery, writes >—‘‘ Among the company 
I found at this agreeable place were six Irish 
gentlemen who had been my contemporaries 
at Trinity College, Dublin, and right glad 
thev were to see me, as we had been 
Sociorums at the Conniving House for many 
a summer's evening, and their regard for 
me was great.’’ 

Amory does not inform his readers: as to 
whom the Sociorums were, but mentions that 
the name was coined by Swift. It would be 
interesting to learn whether the Sociorums 
were in any way associated with Trinity 
College, or whether the name had reference 
ta ‘some convivial society in the Dublin of 
Dean Swift's time. If I mistake not, the 
name ‘‘ Seciorum ™ is to he found in one of 
Swift’s nonsensical compositions. 3

To his record of having ridden in a greater 
number of Tourist ae i races than any 
other rider, W. L. Handley (Birmingham ) 
yesterday added the distinction of winning a 
senior race. He had previously won the Ultra- 
Light-weight, Light-weight, and Junior 
Trophies, and by yesterday’s victory he 
secured the unique honour of having won the 
trophy for all solo classes. Handley’s mount 
was a Rudge Whitworth, and a similar make 
of machine, ridden by Graham Walker, 
finished second, while third place was filled by 
Jimmy Simpson on a Norton. With last year's 
winner, Dodson, on a Sunbeam, in fourth 
place, the trade honours were distributed 
much as anticipated. 

Handley had the further distinction of 
making the fastest lap of the race, raising 
the lap record to 76.58 miles an hour. He 
broke the lap record on his first, second and 
third laps, then he stopped to refuel, and 
simultaneously rain commenced to fall, 
causing the last three laps to be ridden at a 
relatively slow pace. Nevertheless, Handley 
covered the full distance at the record speed 
of 74.24 miles per hour, an improvement of 
slightly over two miles per hour on last year’s 
record. The first three riders were within 
last year’s time. 

There were 79 starters, but the downpour of 
rain in the latter half of the race, coupled 
with the high speed attained in the early 
stages, resulted in only 33 per cent. of the 
riders finishing. These including one overseas 
rider out of seven starters—Lind (South 
Africa). 


RIDER’S LEG BROKEN. 


The race was witnessed by an enormous 
crowd, not less than 17,000 landing on the 
Island in the morning. While falls were 
numerous, only one rider was seriously 
injured. This was Williams, on a Raleigh, 
who broke a leg. Isaacs, the Jamaica rider, 
ran off the course and scattered the spectators 
without injuring anyone, and another rider 
collided with a flagman at quarter bridge. 
Despite the fact that the race started in 
misty weather, with patches of fog on the 
mountain, Handley beat the lap record on 
the first round, doing 76.03 miles an hour, 
nearly two miles an hour faster than Dodson’s 
record of last year. Though 84 seconds slower 
than Handley, Tyrell-Smith was also inside 
the record. Simcock was third, Williams 
was fourth, Hunt fifth, and Simpson eighth, 
68 seconds covering the half-dozen. 

With the advantage of a flying start on his 
second lap, Handley took 2 secs: off his lap 
time. He now led Tyrell Smith by 57 secs. 
The same six men occupied the leading 
places at, the end of the second lap, but 
Williams had passed Simcock to go into third 
place. Handley again broke the sú record in 
the third circuit, being 4 secs. faster. With a 
lap only 15 secs. slower than Handley’s, 
Graham T. Walker came into third place, 
Rudge machines being in the first three posi- 
tions. Handley was now 81 secs. ahead of 
Tyrell Smith, and at the end of the fourth 
lap he had increased his advantage to 1 min. 
43 secs. Graham Walker was still third and 
Simpson fourth, as on the previous lap. Hunt 
moved into fifth place, and Dodson got 
amongst the leading six for the first time. 
Tyrell Smith had a very slow fifth lap and 
dropped from second place, which he had 
held from the start, to fourth position. 
Walker, in second position, was nearly 4 mins. 
behind Handley, leading Simpson by 5 secs. 
Hunt having retired, Nott came into sixth 
place, behind Dodson. 

The sixth lap ended without any change in 
the positions of the first six riders, and with 
a lead of over 5 mins. Handley entered his 
last lap a certain winner. and, taking matters 
relatively easily, he ran out winner by 3 mins.

At the close oí the fourth round of the 
Open Championship at Hoylake last evening

of America, and thus achieved a distinction 
unique in the history of gem.

It was a bad day for the British golfers, 
only one finishing in the first half dozen, 
Fred.

COMPSTON'S GREAT CHANCE, 

The outstanding failure of the closing stage 
was Compston. When he holed the third 
round in 68, two strokes less than any other 
golfer had gone round Hoylake in, he was 
leading by one stroke. It was a brilliant per- 
formance, and it gave him a more than 
reasonable chance of regaining the champion- 
ship for Britain. 

s it turned out, a concluding round of 75 
would have brought him the championship, 
but the importance of 
the occasion was ob- 
viously too great for 
him, and he virtually 
made a present of the 
title to Mr. Jones 
by taking 82. The 
credit due io the 
British competitors 
has to be bestowed 
entirely on Fred. 
Robson, now in his 
forty - fifth year, who 
set the pace for the 
more fancied of the 
home players, and 
throughout proved 
the most consistent 
of them. 

Compston broke down at the outset of his 
final round, and the contest resolved itself 
into one between the American amateur and 
the two United States professionals. 

THE NEW CHAMPION. 

The new champion was born in 1901, and 
at the age of fourteen he distinguished him- 
self in the championship of his native State 
of Georgia. Hz has been four times Amateur 
Champion and three times Open Champion 
of America. He won the Amateur Champion- 
ship three weeks ago at St. Andrews, and 
his victory yesterday was his third success 
in the Open. Jones tried for the title in 
1921 at St. Andrews, but did not return his 
card. He competed in 1926 and 1927 with 
success. The only other golfer who held the 
Amateur and Open Championships in the 
same year was the late Mr. John Ball. The 
latter, however, won : E: 
the Open when it was Éis 
played for over thirty- 
six holes, and when 
the entry was only 
forty. The number of 
competitors for the 
Amateur in his year 
was fifty. 

By the end of the 
third round Compston, 
as remarked, had

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The Archbishop of York presided at yester- 
day's sitting of the Church Assembly at 
Church House, Westminster. 

Discussion was resumed on a resolution 
moved on Thursday by Lieutenant-Colonel R. 
KE. Martin. (Loughborough, Leicestershire) ; 
That the phate. was prepared to accept 
Clauses two and three of the Education Bill, 
1930, as providing a basis on which it was 
possible to secure a satisfactory solution of the 
problems with which they deal. ‘To this two 
amendments had been moved, one by Miss 
Chitty (London) and the other by the Bishop 
of St..  Alban's;: The latter, which . was 
seconded by the Bishop of Ely, was to the 
effect that all Church people, and especially 
diocesan authorities and managers of Church 
schools, should make every effort to main- 
tain and improve existing Church schools 
under the present system of control, so that 
the Church might make its full contribution 
to the development of the National system of 
education. 

The Bishop of Durham supported Colonel 
Martin's motion. The Government’s bill, he 
said, ought to be regarded as an honest 
attempt to effect a modus vivend: in_ the 
sphere of education with the Church of Eng- 
land. It would be in the highest degree 
calamitous if the Church met that olive 
branch by an insulting gesture. 

Miss Chitty’s amendment was rejected, and 
the original resolution, with the amendment 
of the Bishop of St. Albans added as a rider, 
Was carried. 


QUESTION OF DIVORCE. 

Mr. Athelstan Riley, Vice-President of the 
English Church Union, moved the following 
resolution :— 

“That the archbishops and bishops of 
England be asked to consider, in all its bear- 
ings, the present situation with regard to 
divorce, and to issue counsel to the laity as 
to their social relations with persons divorced 
by the State Courts and contracting fresh 
alliances, such persons being (a) professing 
members of the Church of England, (b) out- 
side the Church’s communion; and, generally, 
as to the rights and duties of loly matri- 
mony.” i 

In bringing this subject before the’ As- 
sembly, Mr. Riley said—I need not enlarge 
on the gravity cf the present position in this 
country. The Church of Christ in this land 
has never sanctioned divorce. Only gradually 
has the English reverence for holy matri- 
money as a life-long bond been undermined, 
In 1913 only 577 marriages were dissolved by 
the courts. In 1923, when the ery of equality 
between the sexes was ct its height, a short 
measure was passed putting husband and wife 
on an equal footing—a cruel and wicked Act. 
Fhe results are plain for all to see. By 1926 
the total number of divorces reached close 
upon 35,000, and !ast vear there were 5,500. 

One thing stands out clearly. The innocent 
party is rapidly disappearing. Collusion 1s 
rampant. When a married couple are tired 
of each other's society, the husband, in the 
language of the day, is to “do the honour- 
able thing,” and a he‘el bill is brought into 
court. 

In every rank of society, we Church people 
are present at marriages which we know are 
being undertaken “lightly and wantonly ” 
by those who are very doubtful Christians. 
Will the bishops tell us what we ought to 
do? We are face to face with the fact that 
we can no longer regard England as a Chris- 
tian country in the sense of a country which 
rules itself bv the laws of Christ. . 

The Church is now being dragged through 
the mire; it will soon be dragged through a 
cesspool. What is her duty? To forfeit her 
claims to be a teacher of religion and 
morality, and to take her faith and moral 
code from the passing legislation of the dav 
would be to betray her Master s trust and to 
commit spiritual suicide. Myr. Riley added 
that the French system of civil marriages, 
supplemented by religious people by the rites 
of their Church, would greatly relieve the 
present intolerable situation. One thine Is 
clear. he concluded, We cannot on as 
we are, being parties to a national rupture

CASE OF THE YOUNG. 

Mrs. Boustead (Basingstoke), Central Pre- 
sident of the Mothers’ Union, in seconding 
the proposal, said:—I want to plead for that 
large number of young people swept, as most 
of them are, into the light-thinking and easy 
tolerance of to-day, and faced more often 
than is realised by actual examples of com- 
panionate marriage and kindred umions. 
Marriage faces them. and met with a 
greater knowledge than earlier generations 
had. But there is an unwise knowledge too 
-a knowledge of dees of dishonovr 
into which those already married have sunk. 
There is knowledge of an easily snatched 
freedom. and difficulties arise. The Christian 
homes of England need the bulwark of an 
assured pronouncement. 

Canon Selwyn, of Havant. said that one 
of the questions which would have to be con 
sidered whether persons divorced and 
re married at a registry office should be 
suspended from the Sactaments for life. 

Canon Thompson Elliott, moved an amend- 
mend to omit the reference to social rela- 
tions. It was unfortunate. he said, to singie 
out a comparatively minor matter. 

Lord Selborne said that a society must go 
to perdition which did not make distinction 
between matrimony and mere co-habitation. 

On the <n¢gestion of Lord Hugh Cecil, 
the resolution was amended to read: 
‘. To issue counsel as to the position of per 
sons. divorced bv the State Courts. etc..’’ 
and in this form it was carried with only 
two or three cissentients. a 

The Rev. H.-C. Moor (Eccles), referring 
to the publishing of banns in cases provided 
by the recent Marriage Measure. 1930. said 
that there were some clergy who thought 
that thev had explained the measure m 
their parish magazines. A neighbour of 
mine, he said. who was under this impress 
sion, gave out banns by mentioning the 
name of the bridegroom and his parish. 
When it came to the bride. however. he 
merely gave her name. said she was a 
spinster. and added —-' You will all under- 
stand why | say nothine more. '
